But it’ Tc/iol res fed arc our |«o|i!e more free than the people of 
England ? 

In what respect is our tititlen constitution superior to the iiHrcr/t- 
Irn constitution of England—nulcss it be that America is ruled by a 
plutocratic oligarchy, while England is in the Iiands of a capitalistic 
aristocracy. 

• • • — 

However, there i< thU to lie said in favor of the English cutislilu- 
tion; it can hr changed at any time by a simple act of parliament, while 
it required a bloody war of four years to mdkc a comparatively slight 
cliaiigc in ours. 

Dlhcrwise, it may lie said as a general principle that a man must 
liave money in .■\nierica as in England in order to buy food, clothes and 
shelter. And that if a man has no capital he must work for wages in 
America as in England. And the effect of (he introduction of nia- 
chinerj' into our methods of production is no different in this copniry 
than in England or any other country.

The Declaration of Independence is the d<Kumcnt that is sup|H>se<l 
to contain the cardinal principles of the .'\nierican republic and the 
Amerii'an niotlc of government, h is a great drsrument, far superior 
to the constitntion of the L’nited Slates—which was.never more titan a 
miserable compromise Iietween a few imn who stood tor wealth and a 
few men who s(<x)d for ideas.

Right in the beginning of the Declaration of ItidejiciKlcnce wc 
find a beautiful phrase, ‘‘.bll men arc created equal" and are endtm'ed 
"with certain inaljenahlc rights; among these arc life, liberty and the 
ptirsiit! of liappinesf." 

Is this phrase true?

".Ml men are created er|ual.” Tit’s may he true. ■ 

But do they live equal ? Do they die Ciiual ? 

Tlic child of tlie jtoor is born in a hove! surrounded by misery and 
poverty front its first moments. There arc thiec cliance.s to one that 
it will not survive the first year. And even if it does, there is a life of 
misery before it, dangers of sickness tenfold as great, temptations 
to crime and prostitution a thousand times as great as for the child of 
the rich. If it safely passes all these perils, a life of drudgery is 
before it, cmlcd by an early death, which is often to he considered 
a boon since it saves the victim from the poor house. 

I'sually litis poor person lias not even a claim on heaven, never 
having belonged to any church, and knowing little or nothing alxiut 
religion, which is a more or less costly article. 

".Ml men arc created equal!’’

How about the child of the rich, surrounded by all comforts and 
protections which paternal love and money can furnish? He grows 
up in comfort and scenrity and receives an excellent education. Hi.s 
life is a round of pleasure mingled perhaps with as much work as is 
necessary to health. 

Unless killcti early by excessive luxurs- or riotous living, he can 
live to a tipe old age, honored and loved by every one a,s a pillar of 
society and the church. 

And if he gives money to charities and churches, when lie dies 
he lias even a very gocxl claim to a reserved seat in heavcit. 

"All men are created equal!"

It is a phrase which did well enough in its time, but which now, 
like mr»st phrases, has become a lie. 

The reason? The struggle for existence has changed entirely 
since the days of Jefferson and Paine. All that was needed in those 
days was to give every individual a chance to fight it out for himself. 

This great country was undeveloped, and there were thousands of 
chances for everybotly to make a decent and honorable living and to 
prove tliat all men are created e(|ual.

In those days there was some sense in the motto. "Every nun for 
himself." 

However, since the development of the capitalist svslem. with ma¬ 
chinery and railways, this rule has led to the struggle of all against 
all. ^fost men are compelled to he wlut they are by an inhuman com¬ 
petition. 

Competition now means, "Do everybody because evcrylaxly will 
do you.” 

ft is competition which cau.ses the I.vbor of women and children. 

It is competition which finally w inds up by tilling eomfelitiou and 
creating the trust.

True, it is said that we are "all equal before the law,” and that in 
this sense thr phra.se that ail men are created eqiul has become the 
truth. 

But are we equal Ijeforc the law? We are if wc have money 
enough to get a good lawyer.

There is a flood of laws passed every year. 

How many of these laws are for the purpose of protecting the 
poor, the weak and the helpless ? 

\'ery few. Most of them are simply enacted for ilic protection of 
“life and property." that is, protection of the property of those who 
have it, and protection of the life of those whose lives are worth some¬ 
thing in a capitalist sense. 

There is no protection for those who have no property whatever. 
Tlie life of the miner who go« down in the bowels of the earth, sev¬ 
eral hundred feet deep the life of the man who works in a big fac¬ 
tory—receives scanty, or no protection.

The Outlet fcnr-Socisd^

WON'DER if all of ti« have fully considered the wonder¬ 
ful {mssibilitic. llat this year offers to the Sixrialist cause. 

We have cvervlhint; on oitr sttle, anti ?o such an ex¬ 
tent tliat it is hard to see how the prospects could he any 
brisihrer. - ■ • 

In the first place, there is tlie physical hreak-ilnun of capftalLsm 
as a .source of human .supply daily .hecominir more a/'parent, daily 
heiiiK brought home more irresistibly to*lhc attention of all per.sons 
deiwndent iipjii Ih-ir own ciforts for their life. 

U'apitalism is coltapsinf; Iwfore onr eyes. What we call the in¬ 
creased-cost of Ih-inj; is merely the failure of llie capitalistic system 
to furnish its with wliat wc must have. Obviously, the earth, under 
the present orRaniration of society, is ciasin,! to siipjily Kcneralilv oi 
iiiKiikind, while (he rxistinff system fpithcrs an enonnoiis Mificrfliiily 
into the hands of the few that control it. 

This condition, bail now, {trows daily worse. The time is evi¬ 
dently close at hand when the rare will be forced in spite of itself and 
irrespective of all arfpimeiits to aliandmi a mctliod so ineffectual and 
costly. 

.Ml the pha.scs and departments of capitalism arc hreakinf; do'..n. 

The railroads, for instance, arc breakiitft tlown physically as well 
a.s financially, ntysicallv speaking they are no longer able to furnish 
transportation. Mr. Hill says tlut to put the railroads of the United 
Slates into a rondition in which (hey would be ailrqiialr to suiqily the 
traiispurtaiion demands, would require seven billion dollars. There is 
no possible way in wliieli litis money can be obtained except throiigh 
Ihc Rovernment. Mr. Hill says sti. Ueitaiiily he knows, if he is 
right the collapse is prrtty close in the railroad industry. 

The niilrt>ad.s financially arc in a stale of practical bailkntptcy. 
Every railroad has proceeded on the basis of an enormous ovcr-isstic 
of securities for the benefit of its exploiters and has set afiart next to 
nothing for maintenance, rc|>airs, and bettemimt. This system has 
been carried to its utmost limi:?. The fact that the national admin¬ 
istration deemed it absolutely necessary to pass some kind of , rail¬ 
road regulation bill at the last session of ujngrcss, shows how plainly 
tlie im|wnding crasli is forcseelf. The totid-railroad'ctipfniizatioii in 
the United-States is eighteen billion dollars. It ha.s been increased six 
tiillion dollars in seven years. More than a third of the present capi- 
talixatiuii would be re<|iiirrd to put the railroatU into passable shape. 
.As this money can not possibly be forthcoming, the time is at liand 
when the railruaiN will have to confe.ss their inability to meet the 
public rctpiircments aiid the government will he obliged to asstiinc the 
property. 

In ail other wavs, events are making rapidly for our cause. Tlie 
widcsjiread dissatisfaction with existing cotiditioiis .•nd the rapidly 
growring feeling that neither the Rei’uhlican nor the Democratic party- 
offers anything in the way of remedy will inevitably turn tlie thoui^it- 
fiil voter to the one parly that promises to cure by eradicating the 
cause of the disease. 

Tlie one re<|uiretiienl for a great ai»l -igniricant iiicrea.<e in the 
Socialist vote this fall is tliat tlie parly should be united and do a nor- 
qiaf amount of work. No projiagaiida campaign can possibly fail of 
results. Sometimes in previous campaigns the public has liardly lierii 
aware of the fact that there w-as a Socialist ticket i.i the ficltl. This 
has tetn due to conditions in which it seemed lardly pos.sibIe to'attract 
public attention. This year the conditions are very different. For 
(be firxt lime in .American hislorv the general thunghi has been irre¬ 
sistibly drawn to economic proMenis. fjfe is no longer easy in tlie 
United Stales of America. It i.s hard and rlaily becoming liarder. The 
people are now ready to learn the truth about their situation and. of 
course, any adequate prcMntation of the truth means s-onverts to the 
riindamenul principlc.s of Socialism. 

There are also signs tliat the reactionary wave, e-vemplifici^i the 
popularity of Theodore Koascvrlt and his idea* bf'iufocfarte sBw'im- 
'pcrial role, bat ctxne to an end and we may look now for a revival of 
.•‘.rmoctacy. The only party that stands for geomne'deniacTacy. in- 
dtsstrial and political, is the ^socialist iiarly, and in the awakening spirit 
tliat has now taken possession of the country, the SociaKst parly ought 
naturally .sweep to the front.

This showing of the probation office 
iW'ould be even better were the juris-j 
dtrtiuo of the office extended over the 
same young people til! they are 3 t 
years of age. It would sax'e some 
from Grten Bay and Waupun. 

From the Associated Charities' reg¬ 
istry we learn that out of too cases of 
ecfHiqmic distress, forty were caused 
by delinquency in one of more meoi- 
bers of the family. 

From the truancy office in the last
